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THE DAY'S WORK IN CONGRESS 


Results in the Passage of Mr. Holman’s 
Resolutions Declaring for National 
Economy. 


WASHINGTON, January 15.—[{Special.}—A 
very large war cloud is hovering over 


Washington today. 

Indeed, every indication now 
war with Chile. 

So far the little South American repub- 
lic has given no official intimation that 
she intends to offer an apology. 

President Harrison has determined to 
wait no longer, and unless Chile is very 
quick to make the amende, she will find 
a score of American war vessels in her 
waters within less than thirty days. 

In Favor of War. 

The president called his cabinet together 
this morning to discuss the situation. All 
the members were present, and all, except 
Mr. Blaine and Mr. Elkins, were decidedly 
in favor of war, unless Chile makes an 
immediate and humble apology. Mr. Blaine 
and Mr. Elkins found that the president 
and other members were so decided in 
favor of prompt and decisive action on the 
part of our government, that they said but 
little in opposition to the views expressed 
by Mr. Harrison. 

The president notified the members of his 
cabinet that he intended to send the en- 
tire Chilean correspondence, accompanied 
by a special message, to congress on either 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week. 

Time to Fight. 

Mr. Harrison further announced to his 
cabinet that he believed the country would 
uphold him in a vigorous policy just now. 
He believed that the democrats, as well as 
_ the republicans, were in favor of immediate 
and emphatic action, and that this message 
to congress would be to the point. In other 
words, he will probably state that it is time 
for our government to issue its ultimatum 
demanding immediate reparation from Chile 
and allow that government to choose be- 
tween an apology and a declaration of war. 

Chile is an arrogant little republic. Its peo- 
pleseem to think that 1t could whip the 
United States navy without half trying, and 
itis generally believed here that when our 
government makes a finaland emphatic de- 
- mand upon the Chilean minister, that it will 
decline to make the reparation called for. In 
that event there will be nothing left for the 
president and congress todo but to declare war, 
and immediately despatch all our avaiable 
‘ yessels of war to Chilean waters. Besides 
sending our naval forces, the Pacific mail 
steamship vessels, which are subsidized by 
this government, can be utilized in trans- 
ferring infantry. 

30,000 Men Can Be Landed. 

It is said by the officials of the warand navy 
departments that an army of 10,000 men could 
be carried to Chile within thirty days or, per- 
haps, less time. The oflicials of the war and 
navy departments are anxious for a war with 
Chile, and none of them seem to have any 
doubt but that war will be declared very soon. 
The navy department, especially, is making 
almost as active preparations as if war had ac- 
tually been declared. The forces in some of 
the navy yards have been increased, and orders 
have been issued for all work on vessels to be 
pushed forward as rapidly as_ possible. 
Extra quantities of every descrip- 
tion of ammunition have been 
ordered shipped to San Francisco, and, in- 
deed, everything has been gotten in readiness 
a8 rapidiy as possible for our vessels to enter 
into actual war service. 

Wants Ex-Confederates to Have a Chance. 

Colonel Herbert, of Alabama, chairman of 
the house committee on naval affairs, is ev- 
idently of the opinion that we are tohave war, 
and he is anxious that ex-confederate 
soldiers shall have an opportunity to do some 
fighting in the United states army or navy. 

In order to allow this, he has introduced a 
bill in the house repealing the section of the 
revised statutes which prevents the appoint- 
ment as army officers of all those who served 
in the late confederate army. Colonel Her- 
bert says the passage of this bill will put the 
government in a position where it cancall into 
service the veterans of the south as well as the 
north, and avail itself of the service of some 
of the gallant soldiers of the late confederate 
army. It is probable that this bill will pass, 
as the northern people recognize the peculiar 
fitness for war services of all southern men. 
[f war is declared the government will have 
lo call for volunteers, and every one 
knows that the south will furnish its quota. 

Colonel Whack Bailey will, perhaps, now 
have an opportunity to reorganize bis regiment 
of Georgia volunteers, who were anxious to 
invade Mexico during the recent, Cutting 
affair, and will have an actual opportunity to 
put them into service on the field of battle.

Joe Wheeler and Boutelle. 

There is some talk here tonight of a possi- 
ble personal encounter between General Joe 
Wheeler, of Alabama, and Mr. Boutelle, of 
Maine. During the debate today over the 
clerkship resolution, Mr. Boutelle made one of 
the most vicious speeches ever heard upon the 
floor of the house. Indeed, the Maine man re- 
sorted to the most bitter characterisms of 
General Joe Wheeler, and attempted to hold 
him up to the ridicule of the house on account 
of his manner of delivering a speech and al- 
leged defects in his voice. Mr. Boutelle had 
evidently prepared the speech last night in 
reply to a speech Rsticones by General 
Wheeler on the Holman resolution yesterday. 

‘There was more of history and fun con- 
densed in yesterday afternoon’s proceedings 
than I have ever witnessed before in a week,”’ 
said Boutelle. ‘‘There was our volatile friend 
from Alabama, General Wheeler, a gentleman 
who always Jeaps upon the back of the great 
questions of debate,«to ‘ride the whirlwind 
and direct the storm’ with an impetuosity 
which reminds one of the mannerin which a 
representative of the Darwinian theory would 
ride upon the trick elephant in a circus. 

‘He started out yesterday morning to ‘hurl’ 
something or other back ‘with scorn,’ but he 
omitted to lubricate sufticiently his ‘hurler,’ 
and in some way or, other got into a difficulty 
before he was through. He opened out likea 
calliope on a Mississippi river steamboat, and 
he wound up like a sandpeep in the last 
stages of asthma. He reminded me of one of 
those modern patent dolls of Edison’s with 
a phonograph inside. Those of you who 
have ever practiced with that ifistrument may 
remember that sometimes an imperfect cylin- 
der is shoved into the machine, so that from 
the full diapason of a brass band you run 
down to a feeble squeak, when the diaphragm 
needle getsout of the groove. From the way 
the gentieman started and the way he ended, 
I was afraid something had broken inside of 
him. The loftiness of his aerial flight, and the 
suddenness of its descent reminded me of the 
excuse the I[rishman made for being bow- 
legged when he said he went upin a balloon 
once and walked back.’”’ 

During the delivery of these remarks the 
house’ was naturally convulsed with laughter 
as every sentence provoked it. Boutelle then 
attacked Mr, Dockery, and concluded by an 
attack upon Judge Hoiman, in which he seid 
Holman was throwing out a cloud of procla- 
mations without regard to performances to 
succeed, proposing to deal with this great 
nation and its illimitable responsibilities and 
destinies as though it was a nickel-in-the-slot 
machine, and even then trying to beat the 
machine by dropping a bogus nickel in the 
slot. 

General Wheeler was not in the house 
during the attack upon him, but when he 
learned of it later the general was indignant 
that he should fave been referred to in suoh a 
manner, and regretted that he was not on 
hand to make reply. He will perhaps make 
reply later, either on the flooror to Boutelle 
personaliy. The chances are he will content 
himself by denounciyg Boutelle personally.

Passed. 
WASHINGTON, January 15.—In the house

man’s resolution, was taken up. 

Mr. Holman withdrew his motion to recon- 
sider, saying be had come to the conciu- 
sion that the second resolution was 
broad enough to cover any and all proper 
legal appropriations. It would include all 
such legislation as private pension bills and 
the like. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, inquired whether 
a separate vot@could be had oneach resolu- 
tion, and, on receiving an aflirmative reply, 
demanded a division of the question. This 
demand, after consultation with Mr. Dingley, 
of Maine, he withdrew; butit was immedi- 
ately repeated by Mr. Tracey, of New York. 
So the question was taken on the first resolu- 
tion, Which reads as follows: 

Resolved, That, in the judgment of this house, 
the granting of subsidies or bounties by congress 
in money, public lands, bonds, or by endorsement, 
or by pledge of public credit to promote 
special private industries or enterprises 
ot corporations, independent of the question 
of the constitutional power of congress to make 
such grants, 3 unju-t and impolitic, andin mani 
fest conflict with the spirit of our republican. ‘u- 
stitutions, as it directly tends to create and foster 
the wealth of favored classes at the expense of 


* the whole people who bear the burdens of govern- 


ment and manifestly furnish undue facilities for 
the enlargement of great private estates—a policy 
which the government of the people cannot justly 
or safely encourage by any form of favoritism in 
legislation. 

It was adopted—yeas, 229; nays, 40. 

The question was then taken on the second 
resolution, Mr. Lynch, of Wisconsin, making a 
vain effort to present a substitute. The reso- 
lution is as follows: 

Resolved, In view of the present condition of 
the treasury, and because an efficient and honest 
government can only be assured by the frugal ex- 

nditure of public money, while unnecessary and 
avish expenditures, under any and all conditions, 
jead inevitably to vena! and corrupt methods in 
public affairs, no money ought to be appropri- 
ated by congress from the public treasury except 
such as is monifestly necessary to carry on the 
several departments frugally, efficiently and hon- 
estly administered.

050 GARZA SUSPECTS SHOT. 


President Diaz to Appoint General Bernado 
Reyes to the Command of the Army. 
Rio GRANDE City, Tex., January 15.—The 

Mexican military officials have sent outa list 

of persons who are suspected to be the leaders 

in the revolution. Among them are Catarina 

E. Garza, Jules Flores, Juan Antonio, Flores 

Pablo, Morina and Eustagio Ramon. Of others 

named in the list Pablo Munoz, Sista Langaria 

and Tenelo Rodriguez are under arrest at 

Brownsville, Esmael Trevino and Hilicito 

Chapa are contined at Fort Ringgold - as sus- 

pects, and Juan Garza, seventeen years old, 

who was captured by the bandits, has been 
taken to Brownsville as a witness against the 

three prisoners. , 

On the list appears the name of Ruiz Sando- 
val, the Mexican revolutionist and general, 
who the Mexicans think is implicated in this 
movement and who is known to be at New 
Orleans, where be is in business of such mag- 
nitude that he could not afford to give it up 
and attempt another revolution. 

Captain Brito, of the Texas Rangers, went 
over to Reynoza, Mexico, last night to inter- 
view two Garza suspects who were captured 
by the Mexican troops, and also to consult 
with Colonel Mainero, of the Mexican army, 
looking to the placing of detachments of 
Mexican troops to work up that side of the Rio 
Grande while Captain Brito goes up on the 
other side. 

The Mexican captured at Camargo, Mexico, 
Tuesday, who gave the information that there 
was to be a meeting at Laguano Seca of revo- 
lutionists, was shot the same night by the 
Mexican troops. Two more were captured 
and executed and yesterday others were shot. 
This brings the number of ~— suspects 
killed by the Mexican troops up fo about two 
hundred and fifty. 

The Invasion of Texas. 

San Antonio, Tex., January 15.—[{Special.] 
The following dispatch from Major Morris, in 
command at Fort McIntosh, was received by 
Colonelf{J. P. Martin, adjutant genera! of this 
military department: 

‘It is rumored that alarge party of revolu- 
tionists of Garza men left San Angelo, Tex., 
about Jannary 6th or 7th, headed for Del Rio, 
Tex. I give this for what it is worth. The 
town of San Angelo isin Tom Green county, 
fully 150 miles from the border. It has a 
large Mexican population, which has been 
known all along as pronouncedly in sympathy 
with the Garza movement.”’ 

A special from Maria, Tex., says Wednes- 
day night an attempt was made by an armed 
body of Mexicans to rob Cibito silver mines at 
the shafts. Therobbers were surprised by 
Texas rangers, resisted stubbornly, and were 
only put to flight after three were killed. 


NO MORE MARKET REPORTS, 


If Representative Alexander’s Bill Becomes 
a Law. 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—Representative 
Alexander, of North Carolina, introduced in 
the house a bill relating to ‘‘gambling in agri- 
cultural products.’’ This gambling, according 
to the bill, is defined to be a centract to sell 
future delivery corn, wheat, oats, rye, barley, 
etc., the contractor or eller not being the 
owner or agent of the owner at the time of the 
making of the contract. The bill excludes 
from mails any letters, postal cards, or circu- 
lars, concerning gambling in agricultural pro- 
ducts and checks, drafts, bills, money, postal 
notes, or money orders for use for such a pur- 
pose. It aiso excludes from the mails newspa- 
pers, circulars, pamphlets, or publications of 
any kind containing advertisements, tele- 
graphic reports or other articles giving quota- 
tions of any market relating to gambling in 
agricultural products. A tax of $2 per word 
is levied on each interstate telegraph or tele- 
phone message used for orin aid of the gam 


bling referred to in the act. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES TO RETIRE 


To Some Secluded Spot for a Year in 
Order to Assuage His Grief for the 
Death of His Son, 


Lonpon, January 15.—[Specia].]—Mr. Glad- 
stone is at Nismes, in France. 

In consequence of the sad news from 
England he refused to see any visitors yes- 
terday, but remained within doors, and 
sent his excuses to the prefect, who called 
on him in person, and also to the mayor of 
Nismes, who came for the purpose of ex- 
tending to the distinguished visitor the hos- 
pitalities of the city. 

Nevertheless, just before the hour of his 
departire in the morning, while the last 
preparations for his journey were being 
made, Mr. Gladstone consented to a few 
minutes’ talk over the distressing announce- 
ments concerning the deaths of Cardinal 
Manning andthe duke of Clarence, which 
he had received only a short time before. 

The great statesman was walking slowly 
to and fro in the drawing room of the 
hotel in thoughtful mood, and with bowed 
head, seemingly much affected. 

He was in traveling dress, and appeared 
to be in excellent health for a man of his 
years. 

‘You have heard the sad news, Mr. 
Gladstone,”’ I said. 

*Yes,’’ said he, very gravely, ‘I have 
heard the news, and it was a great shock 
to me. I think the death of Cardinal 
Manning a deeply deplorable event, although 
it was one which years left us not unpre- 
pared for.” 

Mr. Gladstone was visibly affected by the 
double calamity, and the news of both 
deaths having come to him at the same 
time, and even after two hours the effect 
seemedto be quite as great upon him as 
when he first heard the evil tidings. 

“IT was much moved when I heard it,’’ 
said he, returning from the. window, ‘and 
I am still much moved. I do not know 
that I can say any more.” 

“You were at Oxford with Cardinal 
Manning, were you not?’ 

‘Yes, Manning and I sat. on the same 
bench at Oxford. His death grieved me 
much, but that of the young prince was 
indeed a heavy biow.’’ 

“You had no expectation of it, then?’’ 

‘‘None in the least; it was as surprising 
as it was sad. The day before yesterday 
the report sent to me during the evening 
was of the most reassuring character, and 
I was entirely unprepared for the terrible 
news of this morning. What a blow to 
the prince and _ ~princess of Wales. 
What a sad, sad blow.” 

As he himself said, he was indeed much 
shocked. After a pause the grand old 
man said: 

“The cardinal was, as I hate learned 
from sources other than himself, very much 
older than I; he carried, like me, a heavy 
burden of years. He was a good man, and 
his place can scarcely be filled.’ 

At this point Mr. Armstead entered, and 
the interview ended. Mr. <Armstead told 
me that Mr. Gladstone was enchanted with 
Nismes and its environments, as indeed he 
well might be, for the bright sun was 
shining and the beauty of the landscape 
basked in all the freshness and fairness of 
@ warm day of spring. 

The Workingmen Not Sorry. 

The decorous fiction that the whole nation 
is overwhelmed with grief at the death of the 
duke of Clarence received astartling denial to- 
day in the proceedings of the greatest work- 
ingmen’s union in England. Delegates tothe 
miners’ federation, now holding their annual 
meeting at Stoke-on-Trent, were apprised be- 
fore assembling that their representatives in 
parliament desired that the federation shouid 
adopt a resolution of condolence. 

The strong democratic feeling known to 
suffuse the body made this proposal hazard- 
ous, but it was hoped the delegates would not 
venture to deviate from the general custom by 
declaring that a death in the royal family was 
no particular business of theirs. This is ex- 
actly whatthey did. A telegram from their 
parliamentary leader, Mr. Pickard, himself ill 
from influenza, asked for a vote of sympathy 
with the royal family, adding, ‘“The queen has 
always expressed sympathy with us,”’ 

Cries of ‘‘business’’ greeted the message. 
The member who moved a vote of condolence 
reminded the delegates that the queen in 
cases of accidents in the mines always helped 
the distressed. In sullen silence the confer. 
euce listened to the speeches in favor of the 
motion, and then by a vote of 19 to 13 passed, 
without debate, an amendment to proceed to 
business, 

The miners’ federation has 200,000 members, 
and it is the best organized and most powerft! 
single unioninthe country. It has several 
representatives in the house of commons 
and controls the votes of others. No workinen’s 
combination has so freely given to the dis- 
tressed in or outside of its own ranks, or shown 
a keener perception of the sufferings of the 
proletariat. Interference with the family af- 
fairs of the royalty being felt beyond them, 
they honestiy said so. If all of the trades 
unions of Great Britain were similarly tested 
the result would be similar. 

The delegates immediately proceeded to vote 
sympathy with and substantial help for the 
starving nail makers of the midland districts, 
who have long been on a strike. 

The Upper and Middle Classes. 


The upper and middie classes are most 
keenly touched by the incidents of the duke of 
Clarence’s death. Thousands, clad in mourn- 
ing, have flocked to the Mariborough house to 
record their names, and throughout the capital 
well-dressed folks generally are donning some 
badge of grief.

The Future of the Maiden- Widow. 

Princess May’s future is undoubtedly a sub- 
ject of deep national interest. As a precedent 
for her marriage to Prince George, the inci- 
dent is recalled of the death of the czarowitch 
in 1865 after his betrothal to Princess Dagmar, 
now wife of his brother, the present czar. So 
profound and universal is the sympathy over 
her loss, that it would be no surprise if parlia- 
ment accorded her some provision as the 
‘‘maiden-widow.” If the report be true that 
Prince George is attracted to a daughter of 
Prince Christian, his known strong will 
makes the project of an alliance with 
Princess May improbable. In family circles, 
Prince George has long been recognized as the 
superior of his brother in intellect, force of 
character, and open geniality of disposition. 
From boyhood he has always held his own 
against his brother’s pretensions as an elder. 
It is on record, how, quarrelling as boys over 
the possession of a goat chaise, George 
promptly hit his brother in the eye and then 
seized and kept the chaise by his superior 
strength. Their mutua! affection was un- 
doubtedly great, but Albert Victor was the 
weaker vessel. The concurrent opinion of 
those around the throne points to the future 

pularity of Prince George if he lives to 

come king. 
The Date of the Funeral. 

Thé queen has not yet decided upon the fu- 
neral, but it will probably be Thursday next. 
Cabinet communications with the prince of 
Wales and queen on the plan of interment 
have elicited expression of feeling from the 
wey of |Wales against any ceremcnial pomp. 

he king of Denmark telegraphs that he de- 
sires personally to attend the funeral if his 
strength permits, he will be accompanied by 
the Danish icrowns prince, with his feldest 
son, Prince Charles. The Czar will send his 
second son. 

The day of the funeral will be observed as a 
day of general mourning throughout the 
country. The governments of Australia are 
arranging to suspend business. The London 
stock exchange will be closed. 

Cardinal Manning’s Successor. 

A fierce contest will be waged with the 
vatican on the appointment of a successor to 
Cardinal Manning. English Catholics desire 
the appointment of Bishop Vaughan, who is a 
unionist, but the Irish party oppose him, pre- 
ferring the bishop of Portsmouth. 

Mr. Gladstone's Feelings. 

Mr. Gladstone wishes to return from the 
south of France to attend the funeral of the 
duke of Clarence and Cardinal Manning, but 
his friends, anxious to prevent the risk of ex- 
posure to severe weather, have telegraphed 
him, begging him not to come. 


BLOUNT ON CHILE. 


Congress Will Give President Harrison Its 
Hearty Support. 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—‘*We must 
stand by the president.’’ This ringing declara- 
tion was made by Mr. Blount, of Georgia, 
the chairman of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, today, inreply to a question as to 
what action the house would take if called 
upon by the president for authority to declare 
war against Chile. 

‘*This is no party question,”’ said Mr. Blount, 
‘but is one that interests every American and 
should be treated only assuch. JI understand 
that a number of members have been discuss- 
ing the advisability of introducing a resolution 
in the house calling for all the correspondence 
which has passed between the United States 
and Chile since the assault upon our sailors at 
Valparaiso. I hope that this will not be done. 
It would be neither timely nor advisable for 
the house to take a hand in this matter, and I 
believe President Harrison is fully capable of 
looking after our interests in the controversy. 

Ex Parte Statements. 

‘‘The bringing in of such aresolution would 
precipitate a discussion, during which much 
would be said that would anger Chile and ren- 
dera peaceful settlement between the two 
countries more difficult, if not impossible. To 
my mind it would be foolish for the house to 
take any action in this matter until it had in 
its possession all the correspondence and all 
the testimony taken, both at Valparaiso and 
at San Francisco. The statements given to 
the public within the last forty-eight hours 
have been ex parte, and due allowance shouid 
be made before judgment is formed. 

‘‘For my part I am willing to leave the mat- 
ter in the hands of Mr. Harrison, for I believe 
him as anxious ‘to protect the honor of the 
nation as 1am myself. Whenever he deems 
it expedient he will transmit all the corre- 
spondence, together with a message, to con- 
gress expressing his views. It will then be 
time for us to act, and should heask for 
authority to proclaim war, I believe that every 
member of this body would give him a hearty 
support.”’ 

A Dispatch from Commodore Evans. 

A cable message was received at the nary 
department today from Commodore Evans, of 
the United States steamer Yorktown, at Val- 
paraiso, but Secretary Tracy said it contained 
no information of importance. It is said at 
the navy department that itis not true that 
the Miantonomoh and Newark have been or- 
dered to the West Indies.

Senor Montt, Chilean minister, had a short 
interview with Secretary Blaine today, but it 
is understood that he had nothing to commu- 
nicate indicating achange of policy on the 
part of Chile. 

A Coaler for Chile. 

San Francisco, January 15.—The collier 
San Mateo has been chartered to take coal 
from Nanaimo to Chile. The captain of the 
collier states that ‘tthe United States govern- 
ment has chartered the vessel and has ordered 
him to rush his cargo through as rapidly as 
possible. The vesse! will leave this port for 
Nanaimo today. The San Mateo can carry a 
cargyu of over four thousand tons and can 
steam nearly twelye knots an hour, so that it 
will not take many days to make the trip.

Mr. Megone then filed a petition 
for divorce in the Scotch courts on the ground 
of his wife’s adultery with Prince Louis, and 
a decree was granted and made final. 

Rosalie Barlow then left Scotland, and was 
married, by license, to the prince. 

His Second Marriage. 

On October 12, 1891, Clovis adopted the sur- 
name ot Bonaparte, and on October 14th 
Prince Louis Clovis Bonaparte was married to 
Elizabeth Scott, this marriage constituting 
the grounds for the petition now before the 
court, 

Prince Louis Clovis Bonaparte was born in 
London in 1859, and was known during the 
earlier part of his careeras Lous Clovering 
Clovis Richard, and subsequently by the name 
of Louis Ciovering Clovis. 

The late prince Louis Lucien Bonaparte, 
poms to his death, acknowledged Clovis te 

his son. Prince Louis Lucien was an exe 
senator of France and a son of Prince Lucien, 
brother of Napoleon I. He was the last sure 
viving nephew of Napoleon I. 
Mutual Charges of Bigamy. 

The prince charges the woman with bigamy, 
her other husband, Megone, never having 
gotten a legal divorce. 

On the witness stand Rosalie Barlow testi- 
fied to the fact that she was married to Louis 
Clovis Bonaparte in May, 13888, and that she 
lived with him until September. 1891. Her 
husband, she said, informed her in March 
last that he had instructed his golicitor to 
bring an action against Mr. Coghill, of Ventor, 
Isle of Wight. In September, she added, the 
prince told her that Dr. Coghill was suing 
him,and that he had instructed a solicitor 
with the task of defending the case. The lat- 
ter informed her that her husband was liable 
to be sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment, 
In order to protect the prince she gave the 
solicitor a diamond necklace and other jew- 
elry, valued at about one hundred thousand 
doliars, with which to provide the funds neces- 
sary to settle the claim of the person who was 
prosecuting her “husband. This jewelry the 
prince afterward gave to his second wife as @ 
wedding present.

AN OPERA COMPANY RUINED. 


Two of Its Members Killed and Several 
Others Badly Injured. 
BRAINARD, Minn., January 15.—A frightful 
railroad accident occurred on the Northern 
Pacific road, seven miles eastof Brainard, at 4 
o’clock this morning.

A Dashing Officer Who Played a Curious 
Part in the War. 
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A SOCIAL LION WITH THE LADIES, 


But in the Uniform ot a Confederate 
* ‘goldier, He Was a Spy 
tor the Yankees. 


GrirFin, Ga., January 15.—(Special.}—The 
Call publishes astory, which isin the nature 
of a communication of n cer- 
tain Lieutenant Stanley, who figured 
in the war betweon the states, and the writer 
wants to knowif there is any connection be- 
tween the published war record of the famous 
explorer of that name and the dashing lieu- 
tenant. He says: 

“In the winter of 1862 and 1865 I was a 
prisoner of warin thecity of Baltimore, and 
by reason of a very bad wound was allowed to 
stay at the private house of a prominent phy- 
gician, and had an insight to private affairs in 
the city at that stirring time. My benefac- 
tor’s house was a kind of headquarters for 
Baltimore confederates and I got acquainted 
with many of them, and knew how they lav- 
ished their money upon every confederate 
prisoner they had a chance at while stopping 
there or passing through the city. 

“‘Shortly after my arrival my friends promised 
me a treat by bringing around to see mea hero 
whom they had found, in the person of Lieu- 
tenant Stanley, of South Carolina; who, ac- 
cording to his story, had distinguished himself 
jn more battles than had really been fought. 
He was being feasted from house to house, 
while he was taking dots and concocting plans 
for blowing up the federal government and 
liberating Maryland from the yankees. 

“For about a month be ran that schedule, 
with a few days ahead set all the time for his 
departure to Richmond with his valuable in- 
formation, in the ineantime wearing a con- 
spicuous confederate uniform, which the con- 
federate ladies had given him for the gallant 
manner in which he had dispatched the 
yankee heads in the battles in which he had 
led the confederates. Time after time [ re- 
eeived from him friendiy messages, with a 
promise to call the next day to see me, but he 
did not come. I was often regaled by the 
Jadies telling me of the many nice, valuable 
presents Lieutenant Stanley was receiving— 
swords and pistols enough for a regiment and 
clothing enough for a_ brigade,

**T began to feel that I was snubbed by the 
hero, and my envy, jealousy ‘and wrath began

That he 
was no patriot, as be had delayed his return to 
his post intime of need. ‘That be was an im- 
poster was evident from his wearing a conted- 
erate uniform at large. where he came 
in contact daily with federal soldiers, when 
such dress was not allowable. In short, that 
there was no expianation of the matter, only 
that he had taken the oath of allegiance and 
wasthenaspy. That he had not called on 
me as he had often promised, because he was 
afraid that aconfederate soldier might ask 
him some questions that possibly might be 
a little embarrassing. My _ suspicions 
put the friends to thinking, 
there were some 


of the federais when they thought them pro- 
found and guarded secrets, 
great moment did he betray his ereduious 
friends. 

‘“‘He only revealed such matters as would 
prove his fidelity to his new masters without 
much hurt to his victims. His dupes put a de- 
tective on his track, who soon learned that he 
was in daily association with federal oflicers, 
and had taken the oath requisite in such cases, 
and that he was not a native of the south, and 
did not go into the confederate ariny from 
South Carolina. I wastold after he was de- 
tected that he bad received money and 
goods, gifts and presents, to the amount of 
several thousands of doilars from southern 
sympathizers, after he had taken the oath.

A Receiver for the Atlanta and Florida 
May Not Be Appointed. 


WHAT WILL BE DONE TODAY. 


Colonel John W. Weed, Representing the 
Bondholders, Arrives in the City. 
Other Cases Today. 


The appointment of areceiver for the At- 
lanta and Florida will be strongly resisted to- 
day on the one hand. 

On the other it will not be pressed with 
vigor.

Is What the Railroad Companies Are Do- 
ing on Thelr Roads. 


THE MAILS ARE BEING REGULATED. 


Several Railroads Resume Their Sheduled 
Trains—The Disordered Mail Routes 
Re-Established. 


If the water keeps receding and the weather 
continues favorable, the damage to roadbeds 
will not be so heavy, and the tracks of the rail- 
roads will be repaired and all obstructions re- 


moved in a few days. 

The delayed mails from the west all came 
in last night, being from twelve to twenty-four 
hourslate. The railway mail service expects to 
get all the direct and through routes re- 
established and ready for the prompt dispatch 
of mail today, or at the latest tomorrow. 

The Atlanta and West Point will put on its 
regular schedule again today, and no further 
delay is probable on the road. 

A telegram was received at the railway mail 
service ottice yesterday, from Now Orleans, 
stating that Louisville and Nashville mail 
train No.4 had passed Mobile, and was ex- 
pected to reach Montgomery with very little 
delay, and that regular mail trains, 6 and 8, 
would follow on regular schedule time last 

ig lit. 

This opens the most serious obstruction, 
being the through mail route for hundreds of 
pounds of important mail between New 
Orleans, Mobile and intermediate points, and 
the north and east. 

The East and West railroad, of Alabama, 
one of the most seriously damaged roads in the 
state, has established a regular schedule be- 
tween Rockmart and Pell City, Ala. 

This run, with the road’s connections with 
the Louisville and Nashville at Duke’s sta- 
tion, the Georgia Pacitic and Coosa Valley at 
Pell City, and the East Tennessee, Virginia 
aud Georgia at Piedmont, places the mails at 
its local points in easy access. 

The Marietta and North Georgia was suf- 
ficientiy repaired yesterday for the re-estab- 
lishment of its regular schedule. Of course, 
some delay was caused by passing over unsafe 
places on the road. 

The Alabama Midland, extending from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Bainbridge, Ga., is 
probably the most seriously damaged of any 
ef the roads. Nothing definite has been heard 
from that road recently, but the latest orders 
issued were for the absolute abandonment of 
all trains. 

The break in the Georgia Pacific at Talla- 
poosa was repaired yesterday, and the nail 
trains made their regular trips without much 
delay. All the damage on the road will be 
permanently repaired today, and no further 
trouble will be expérienced from the late rain 
storm. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
suffered considerable inconvenience and some 
damage, but all their trains ran out yester- 
day with the schedule badly demoralized. 

Mr. King, of the railway mail service, said 


‘yesterday that with good weatber today and 


tomorrow all the mails would be coming in 
on time. 

Observer Park Morrell, of the weather bu- 
reau, predicts fair weather today and tomor- 
row, but further than that he 1s unable to 
make any estimate, as at this period of . the 
year, and owing to the unsettled state of the 
weather, aguif storm is liable to put inan 
appearance with littie previous warning. 


THE ROME FLOOD. 


The Water Reaches Its Limit and Begins to 
Recede. 

Rome, Ga., January 15.—[Special.]—The 
Etowah and Oostanaula rivers continued to rise 
until 12 o’clock today, the heighth of thirty- 
seven and one-fifth feet being then indicated 
on the government gauge. 

This mark is three and one-fifth feet lower 
than the high-water mark of 1886, making this 
freshet the second highest in the history of 
Rome. 

The loss from this freshet has been compar- 
atively nothing, as all were warned in time, 
and goods and chattels were a!l safely moved. 
Business is suspended in the overtiowed dis- 
trict, but is quite brisk in the upper district. 
The water covered the pavement in front of 
the Armstrong house, but did not reach the 
oftice floor. 

Two Houses Washed Away. 

So far as known only two houses are reported 
washed away. No lives, so far as known, have 
been lost. : 

The weatber was clearing today with a 
keen north wind, making it bitter cold. Not- 
withstanding the intense cold weather the citi- 
zens thronged the streets. Aboutone hundred 
boats of ail descriptions, from the rude piank 
battean to the canvass-covered racer, filled 
with passengers, are traversing all sections of 
the over flowed districts. Many ludicrous 
scenes are constantly occuring, and oftentimes 
a capsized boat with its inmates in the water, 
causes shouts of Jaughter. 

The Water Receding. 

This afternoon the waters began to recede 
very slowly, and up to this writing has only 
fallen three orfourinches. It is hoped and 
expected that by 6 o’clock a. m., it will have 
fallen two feet, which will enable the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road _ to 
speedily resume its regular schedules. The 
merchants expect to re-occupy their stores and 
open up for business.

CHATTANOOGA’S BELT ROAD. 


The East Tennessee People Throw It Into 
the Courts. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 14.--[Spe- 
cial.|—President Felton, of the East Teunes- 
see, and General Thomas, of the Terminal, 
through W. 8S. Davis, are engaged in protect- 
ing their interest in the Belt road. Mr. James 
is president of the Belt road, the Chattanooga 
Southern railway and a number of other ven- 
tures of a similar character. A short time 
since the contractors of the Chattanooga 
Southern entered suit at Rome, Ga., to enforce 
liens upon that road for $60,000. 

The suit now brought against him is in the 
nature of an application for a receiver to take 
charge of the Belt road. During the month of 
November, of last year, the East Tennessee 
railway brought of Mr. James $501,000 of the 
Capital stock of the company, which consti- 
tuted a majority of the same and the cost of 
making the deal has swelled that amount to 
about seven hundred thousand dollars. 

The East Tennessee now tinds that their 
people have paid $700,000 for $250,000 worth 
of property, and it is surmisedjthat they prefer 
re-buying at receiver’s sale in order to get even 
With the trade. In order todo this they tiled 
the billasking for a receiver und alleging 
fraud on the part of Mr. James. 


THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE 


Issues an Order Putting Their Men on Two- 
Thirds Time. 

Macon, Ga., January 15.—[Special.]—The 
Richmond and Danville railroad has issued 
an order which went into effect today. All 
the employes at the shops—carpenters, ma- 
chinists, blacksmiths, etc.—have been put on 
six hours’ time. 

A day’s work heretofore has been nine 
hours, but now the men will be allowed to 
work only six hours. This will be a consider- 
able saving of money to the road, but a serious 
loss to the employes. 

The average workman gets 25 cents per 


hour, so this new order means a loss to each 
workman of 75 cents per day. 

There are now only about one hundred and 
fifty men at the shops, so at 75 cents per man 
per day the road will save $112.50 per day, or 
nearly three thousand four hundred dollars 
per month.

An Appeal to a Contemporary. 

The Charleston News and Courier is 
very loud in its professions of tariff re- 
form. It is so loud, indeed, that it is 
vociferous. ‘Two or three times a week 
the editor feels compelled to call the at- 
tention of his readers to the subject, 
and, for fear that of them may 
have grown cold in the cause, he runs 
over the doctrine as an expert runs over 
the keys of a piano. Never was seen 
such enthusiasm for tariff reform, It 
bubbles up and runs over, and hardly a 
week passes that the editor fails to read 
somebody out of the party. 

We have just discovered the secret of 
this doctrinal activity of The News and 
Courier. It pretends to be for tariff re- 
form, shaking the bushes in a_ clamor- 
ous manner, yet when it is put to the 
test it is for protection. In the midst 
of all its noisy enthusiasm for tariff re- 
form, it, unfortunately for the cause, 
gives the whole cause of tariff reform 
away, and declares that a protective 
duty should be levied on Egyptian fine 
cotton for the benefit of the sea island 
cotton planters. If the tariff reform 
principles of The News and Courier can- 
not stand the test here, they are worth- 
less. Why should the consumers of fine 
cotton goods be taxed for the benefit of 
a handful of sea island cotton, planters? 
This is the whole case of tariff reform 
in a nutshell, and when The News and 
Courier is put to the test it turns up 
as a smiling and complacent protec- 
tionist. 

The Charleston paper shows by its at- 
titude that if it was printed in Penn- 
sylvania, it would be for protecting iron; 
if in Ohio that it would be for protect- 
ing wool; and so on and so forth to the 
end of the tariff list. 

Now, this is not tariff reform nor any- 
thing like it; it is protection pure and 
simple. 

The tariff reform to which the demo- 
cratic party is pledged knows no _locali- 
ties or special interests. It is aimed, 
indeed, at the special interests which en- 
joy protection at the expense of the tax- 
payers. Tariff reform means something, 
or it means nothing. If it is right to 
protect the sea island cotton planters it 
is right to protect the iron producers of 
Pennsylvania and the wool growers of 
Ohio; but it is not right to protect sea 
island cotton because tobacco, wool and 
iron are wrongfully protected. 

We want to call The Charleston News 
and Courier back to the great principle 
of tariff reform to which the democracy 
is committed. We do not desire to read 
it out of the party, but to write it back 
into the party. Tariff reform is not an 
ambuscade behind which a few special 
interests may hide to thrive; it is a 
principle which means lower taxes and 
cheaper goods for the people. To _ that 
the party is pledged. When The News 
and Courier pauses in its professions of 
tariff reform to advocate protection, it 
discredits its party, gives a black eye to 
its doctrine, and embarrasses the _ true 
tarifi reformers, among which there are 
none more earnest than THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION, 

Protection and the single gold standard 
—gold monometallism—constitute the  re- 
publican platform. The News and Courier 
would do well to get off this platform 
and stand on the platform of the party 
of the people. Home rule, tariff reform 
and financial reform constitute the prin- 
cipal features of that platform. . Let The 
News and Courier cease its protection 
experiments and take its place with 
THE CONSTITUTION in favor of tariff re- 
form and other democratic doctrines 
based on the demands and necessities of 
the people.

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Misrepresenting the Alliance, 

The Macon Telegraph, in its issue of yes- 
terday, called attention to a passage in its 
report from Washington, which stated that 
the alliancemen voted with the republicans 
against a resolution in favor of economy, 

Our contemporary proceeds to ask if the 
alliancemen, in spite of their clamor for 
economy, want the government to spend all 
the money it can lay hands on, and expresses 
the hope that Colonel Livingston, Mr. 
Moses, Mr. Winn and Mr. Everett were not 
among the alliancemen voting with the re- 
publicans. 

Now, the whole tenor of this talk is a mis- 
representation of the alliancemen. The 
alliance masses are democrats, and their 
congressmen from Georgia, with one excep- 
tion, are sound democrats. The intimation 

. that the alliancemen stand with the repub- 
licans against economical reform is absurdly 
inopportune when it is printed the day after 
Congressman Livingston’s speech in favor 
of the Holman resolution providing for the 
retrenchment of government expenditures 
and announcing the opposition of the house 
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to subsidies and bounties. Mr. Livingston 
represents the alliancemen, if any man does, 
and in this notable speech he charged much 
of the prevailing distress upon the increased 
taxation made necessary by the government’s 
extravagance, He endorsed the Holman 
resolution as a democratic and statesman- 
like measure, and made an able argument 
for it, 

The so-called alliancemen who are likely 
to favor republican extravagance are in 
reality third party men, and not democratic 
alliancemen. 

It is perhaps useless to suggest to Old 
Potty that fair dealing is the best policy, 
and that its labored misrepresentation of the 
alliance will recoil upon its own head. 


The Good Old Way. 


Commander Evans, of the Yorktown, ap- 
pears to be a man of determination and 
pluck, 

When the roughs at Valparaiso stoned the 
ship’s gig at the landing, Evans did not 
withdraw his men, and sit sulking in his 


cabin, to await the result of his report of } 


the affair. On the contrary, he allowed his 
men to go on shore as usual, and notified 
the Chilean authorities that if they failed to 
piotect -his sailors the Yorktown’s guns 
would defend them against assault. This 
brought a prompt apology, and the Ameri- 
cans were let alone. 

The incident reminds one of the early 
days of the republic, when our naval officers 
were always ready to turn a broadside loose 
for the protection of their flag and the 
rights of American citizenship. What we 
lacked in diplomacy in those days we more 
than made up in manhood. 

British naval officers to this day stick to 
this good old policy. They are veritable 
bull dogs, ready for a row whenever and 
wherever an Englishman is unjustly assailed. 
They never doubt and dally, and lose time 
waiting for instructions. They hold that 
they are under orders to fight whenever an 
enemy shows his teeth, 

For a generation or so we have pursued 
what is called a pacific, but what is in reality 
a cowardly, policy. We submit to insult 
and injury, and haggle over dollars and 
cents in exchange for American blood, Our 
attitude invites attack, After all, Com- 
mander Evans took the right course. With 
a few more such men in our navy, our flag 
would be respected abroad, and the simple 
announcement of American ~ citizenship 
would carry protection with it. 

cesdiiiebsicdinibacibatatieen 
The Coming Education. 

A strong editorial in The Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer calls attention to the literary 
ability and general superiority of the gradu- 
ates of West Point. 

Our contemporary says the discipline at 
West Point gives a student self-confidence 
and self-command. Nothing approaches it 
in our ordinary college discipline. We have 
too much of the forcing process in our 
schools. We need less haste, more discipline, 
more thoroughness, and a more practical 
edge to instruction, and in these respects 
West Point is superior to our colleges’ and 
schools in the making of men. General 
literary culture is satisfactorily looked after 
in the education of our army officers. On 
the union side Sherman, Grant, Sheridan, 
McDowell, Humphreys, Buell, Porter, Pope, 
Hancock, Halleck, Rosecrans, Crook, Hazen 
and others have all shown themselves masters 
of a good English style. Among the con- 
federate West Pointers, Davis, Lee, Bragg, 
Joe Johnston, Jackson, Longstreet, Beaure- 
gard, Early, Hood, Hill, Hardee and many 
others deserves the same high praise. These 
men wrote with a vigor and a spontaniety 
—a directness and an individuality—not often 
found in the graduates of literary institu- 
tions. 

It is true that the classics are not taught 
at West Point, but the cadets are instructed 
in French, German and Spanish, three 
languages that unlock much that is valuable 
in literature, and are indispensible in the 
enlarged social and business intercourse of 
our day. This notable editorial concludes 
with these points. 

The question is fairly asked: “Why should not 
an education that suflices for the army and navy, 
whose representatives are thrown muck into‘ cul- 
tivated society, be adequate for the duties, oppor- 
tunities and emergencies of the country doctors, 
lawyers, clergyinen and men of affairs into which 
the mass of coliege graduates are converted?” 
The lawyers may tind jt convenient to know Latin, 
but not indispensible ;nor for efficient spiritual ser- 
vice need the clergyman know either Latin, Gereek 
or Hebrew, since spiritualiy, aot scholarship, 
is the power of a live pulpit. The mass of liberally 
educated men need to be trained chiefly to beeome 
efficient men of affairs, and in this view the dead 
languages have but very limited relations with 
modern life, compared with the tongues taught 
at West Point. West Point does not believe in 
the gtheory of literary training which doubles 
Cape Horn to reach California when there is a 
railroad across the eontinent; it does not believe 
in going to Carthage to inquire the way to Reme; 
it believes that the shortest road to a knowledge 
of sound English is by the study of sound English 
books, by the largest familiarity with and study 
of English authors, from Shakespeare, Bacon and 
Burke, down to Tennyson and Daniel Webster. 
English poetry, political and general history, po- 
litical economy, international law, English elo- 
quence and dramatic literature are the books for 
men of affairs to read to command Engiish, not 
Latin or Greek books, whose juices of;thought and 
virtue of style and expression have long since 
become part of the bone and fibre of English lit- 
erature. 

Clearly, we have hints of a model educa- 
tion in this article. When our colleges and 
schools borrow some of the best feutures 
of West Point, they will greatly widen their 
usefulness and popularity. 
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An Unpromising Beginning. 

According to the hints and intimations 
that come from South Carolina, the oppo- 
nents of Governor Tillman propose to make 
& personal campaign against him, and it is 
said that the episodes of two years ago will 
be re-enacted under still more exciting con- 
ditions. 

We are of the opinion that such a cam‘ 
paign will hurt the state and tend to divide 
the democratic party. Among the charges 
against Governor Tillman is one of extrava- 
gance, and to support this charge a bill of 
expenses isto be used as an argument— 
namely, ‘$10.50 for hanging pictures; $1 
for work that could be done by a darkey in 
aday; combs, $1.50; chair and lounge, 
$16.50; dish pan, 50 cents; $50 for flowers 
and pots.’’ 

They do not hesitate to say that a cam- 
paign with this sort of thing as a basis or 
even as aside issue will discredit the state, 
and tend to emphasize the division in the 
party. Itis peurile and unbecoming. The 
questions for the democrats to consider in 
regard to Governor Tillman should deal 
with his administration. Has he made a 
good governor? Has he made a fair be- 
ginning in the direction of the reforms to 
which he and his friends pledged them- 
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selves? Has he administered the affairs of 
the state with justice and economy? 

It may be that he has not cut the proper 
caper so far as etiquette is concerned, but ft 
should be remembered that he was not 
elected for the purpose of enforcing eti- 
quette. Heis the governor of the state, 
and the publication of his expense account 
is not likely to hurt him with the element 
which was so enthusiastic in his behalf 
when he was a candidate. Combs and dish 
pans are necessary adjuncts even of the 
executive establishment of South Carolina, 
and though they may be charged to the 
state’s expense account they are too insig- 
nificant to be employed as arguments by the 
opponents of Governor Tillman.

THE NATIONAL GUARD 


The Great Army of the United States Is 
Its Yolunteer Force, 


THE INSPECTOR GENERAL'S VIEWS ON IT. 


The National Guard Three Times As Large 
As the Regular Army, and Rap- 
idly Rising in Efficiency. 


The approaching meeting of the military ad- 
visory board brings the volunteer soldiery 
again before the public. This time it is with 
especial interest to Atlanta, for the question 
of a permanent encampment will come up,and 
Atlanta will have a tighting chance for it. 

Chicamauga will start with the advantage of 
$6,000 worth of encampment buildings, al- 
ready located there, and the disadvantage of 
being some distancefrom the center of the 
State. It islikely that several towns will com- 
pete for the location, and possibly some out-of- 
town communities will offer, for military men 
say that some advantages of camping, march- 
ing and maneuvering in the couutry are worthy 
of serious consideration. 

In the meantinie, the growing importance of 
the state troops as an actual and reliable re- 
serve for thearmy of the United States is 
something that few people realize. Taken in 
connection with the new life which the promo- 
tions from civil life tothe army are putting in 
the military schools, this improvement in the 
organizationof the state troops is one of the 
most promising safeguards of the country in 
time of war. As international complications 
seem more frequent of late, the possibility of 
war is less remote and the subject more 
timely. 

The national guard is an element generally 
overlooked in speaking of the army of the 
United States. Thestanding army numbers 
22,554 men and 1,668 officers by the last report 
of theinspector general. This has been con- 
sidered very small in comparison with those of 
the European nations, but usually the fact is 
overlooked that there is enlisted, equipped and 
cerganized in the national guard, a force of vol- 
unteer troops nearly three times as large as the 
reguiar army. The physique of these volun- 
teer soldiers is very fine, and the morale is on 
the average above that of the enlisted men on 
duty at the various posts of the army. These 
volunteers have some acquaintance with the 
manual of arms, company and battalion drill, 
and if the programme suggested by the inspec- 
tor general is carried out, they will have an 
idea of field movements. The new drill regu- 
lations of the army will have that effect, and 
the dress parade idea of the volunteer soldiery 
will give place to one of actual service. The 
training, as the inspector general suggests, will 
be directed to the deyelopment of a volunteer 
force that can march, maneuver and fight. 

In order to bring about this result army offi- 
cers have been detailed for the inspection of 
the state volunteer troops at their annual en- 
cainpiments, and others have been stationed at 
about eighty schools where military in- 
struction is given. As a result, there is a 
perceptible improvement in the state troops, 
and sufficient progress has been made in the 
academies to justify the appointment of a 
number of cadets tothe army from civil life. 
Inspector General Breckinridge reports the 
names of twenty-one young men selected for 
examination for appointment tothe army from 
civil life. This policy will have the effect of 
a powerful stimulus on the national guard of 
the country.

Inspector General Breckinridge attaches 
sueh iniportance to the national guard that he 
gives it the first placein his report. He de- 
votes considerable space to a discussion of the 
training necessary to make the volunteer troops 
available for actual service under the changed 
conditions of warfare in the last twenty /years. 
On this subject he says: 

The first consideration must be to determine 
what should be done, and what left undone, in or- 
derto utilize to the utmost the limited time an 
amateur soldier can afford for military training. 
And if we keep steadily before us the fact that 
our ideal volunteer force is be one that can march, 
maneuver and tight, we shall be inno danger of 
leaving the narrow path that leadeth to a state of 
real efficiency. . ‘ : 

The losses suffered by the German troops in the 
earlier part of the Franco-Germau war of 1870-71 
—losses inflicted by a weapon far inferior in§dead- 
liness to any modern repeating rifle—are quite 
sufficient to prove that the days of the rigid close 
order of line or column are passed, and that a 
more flexible and less vulnerable fighting forma- 
tion is essential. 

So long as close order wa8 possible on the field 
of battle, solong was it sound policy to practice 
close-order movements on the parade ground,and, 
as these movements required extreme steadiness 
and precision inthe ranks,an inspection which 
laid stress on movements inline or column, or 
from onetothe other, was in reality a test of 
readiness for war. But now, when the first graze 
of an enemy’s shell dissolves troops in mass into 
scattered groups inextended order, it 1s mere 
waste oftime toinsist year by year thata regi- 
ment which can march past well isa good regi- 
ment, and totake for granted that it can behave 
equally well in modern fighting formation. . . 
Witness that in the whole course of the Franco- 
German war in 1870 the German infantry only 
twice formed square to repel cavalry attacks; and 
this, too, in anopen and uninciosed country most 
favorable for the action of that arn. 

What is urgently needed ror the volunteer force 
is a new drill book, which shall teach just enough 
close-order drillto enable troops to reach the 
field of battle with the greatest ease and rapidity, 
and then lay special stress on movements 1n ex- 
tended order; on the attack or defense as against 
a civilized enemy; onthe service of security, in- 
cluding outposts, patroling, advanced, rear and 
flank guards; on skirmishing, fire discipline, the 
supply of aminounition, attacks by night, and ele- 
mentary field engineering. 

The present pedantic ways of opening the ranks 
for the manual exercise or for the general salute, 
advancing and retiring in line, echelon move- 
ments, movements for receiving cavalry, and 
marching past, are so much waste of time for 


er 


volunteers. They look pretty, please the sisters, 
cousins and eunts who are looking on, but a8 war 
movements are long since obsolete. 

It is not suggested that the manual or bayonet 
exercises ghould be abolished, as these form. an 
excellant substitute for physical drill. 

His most important training should begin where 
nowadays but too often it ends, viz. in a thorough 
training in all movements in extended order and 
knowledge of the service of security and fire dis- 
cipline. % 

Tothis end every officerand every sergeant 
should have ample opportunity of practicing their 
men, both in companies and in squads, in attack, 
defense, and skirmishing, strict attention being 
paid to fire discipline, reinforcements, supply of 
ammunition and casualties. 

Outposts by day and by night should be assid- 
nously practiced by all volunteers, a8 well as the 
conduct of small patrols, advanced, rear and flank 
guards. 

Operations by night and a simple form of shel- 
ter-trench drill are also useful. though not 80 ¢s- 
sential as the above.

“NOT SETTLED YET. 


The Strike of Express Messengers Still 
Goes On. 


SUPERINTENDENT MAYS HAS A WORD, 


And Gives ‘the Express Company’s Side 
of the Strike, But It Is by No 
Means Settled. 


There were no new developments in the ex- 
press strike situation yesterday. 

The status of affairs remains almost un- 
changed, except that the express company is 
substituting new men for the strikers as fast 
as they can. 

It’s not every applicant for a messenger’s 
position that the company is willing toemploy, 
and it’s not every applicant who can furnish 
the necessary recommendations or make the 
required bond. 

This makes an express strike more difficult 
to settle than a strike of unskilled laboring 
men. 

The striking men are very quiet, making 
no demonstration whatever. They spend most 
of the time around the express office, on Wall 
street, waiting for a culmination of the strike. 
No trouble has been had, and none is feared. 
They. are very contident of success, in a quiet 
kind of way, and believe that their numbers 
and the vast interests at stake will bring 
about a settlement of the differences in their 
favor. 

Mr. Lovette, the route agent, denies that 
there are any of Pinkerton’s men here, and 
says the report is altogether untrue. He says 
further that the business of the company was 
obstructed now only by the damage done by 
the recent heavy rains. 

Several trains left Atlanta yesterday with- 
out messengers, and those that are run are 
heavily loaded with freight which has accn- 
mulated. The basiness of the company is not 
being transacted with the usual dispatch, but 
is not suffering. 

Superintendent Mays Talks. 

Superintendent Mays, of the Southern Ex- 
press Company, was emphatic in his declara- 
tion that, all reports to the contrary, the difti- 
culty has been effectually ended in the western 
department of the company’s territory. He 
asserted, too, that the places of the compara- 
tively small number of men who quit the 
service, were promptly filled, and that matters 
are moving along smoothly and satisfactorily. 

“In the entire eastern department,”’ said the 
superintendent, ‘‘extending from Chattanooga 
to the Atlantic coast, only forty-one men, all 
told, have relinquished their work. Others 
are now performing their duties, and there are 
between two and three hundred more appli- 
cants for positions than there are vacancies. 
All runs into and out of Atlanta, Lynchburg, 
Richmond, Savannah, Macon, Jacksonville, 
Montgomery and Chattanooga are now manned 
by experienced messengers, and the business 
of the company is uninterrupted. 

“The article which appeared in an after- 
noon paper yesterday, stating that there were 
1,500 men engaged in the so-called ‘strike,’ is 
to say the least sensational, and is no more 
correct in that declaration than in other 
things that it contains. Asa matter of fact, 
the entire nuinber of messengers employed by 
the company is less than 
Scarcely one hundred and fifty are employed 
in the eastern department, and out of this 
latter number only forty have seen fit to join 
in this movement. Ail the balance remain 
faithful to their duty. The whole trouble, so 
far as can be ascertained, has been precipitated 
by agitators more fond of exciteinent than a 
disposition to redress grievances, real or 
imagined. 

‘the leader of the Atlanta faction of the 
disaffected men has earnestly sought a com- 
promise from the company, intimating that he 
would ‘call off’ the strike, if the compauy 
would reinstate the strikers in this section, 
and remarked thatif he had known before 
what he had found out on his recent visit to 
Nashville the strike would never have been 
ordered, He was politely informed that 
he could _ follow his own inclina- 
tions in the matter, but that the 
places of the strikers had all been filled, and 
the latter would never, under any circum- 
stances, be re-employed, and that the men 
who had been employed to perform the work 
whieh they, the strikers, bad refused to do 
would be retained by the company so long as 
they satisfactorily discharged their duty. 

‘*The company is as fully prepared today in 
this, and all other parts of its territory, to 
serve the public with characteristic safety 
and expedition as at any time within the last 
twenty-five years, and will continue ‘to do 
business at thé old stand.’ ’”’

NEW YORK, January 15.—The stock market con- 
tinues to show @ diminishing volume of business, and 
trading grows more and more into the hands of the 
professional element from day to day, while prices are 
held within comparatively narrow limits as a rule, and 
quotations slowly Cecline under the pressure bronght 
to bear by the advocates of lower prices.

Who Proceeded to Levy Upon Their Bag- 
gage—The Affairs Set Straight and 
Janauschek Leaves for Florida. 


The Janauschek company has traveled a 
rocky road for the past few days. 
And for the next two weeks it will not 


travel any road at all. 
Yesterday the troupe came into Atlanta, 
and until night its affairs were in a de- 


cidedly entangled shape. 

Early yesterday morning papers were 
sworn out before Judge Landrum attaching 
the company’s baggage. 

It was issued to satisfy two claims. 

One was from the manager of the Eu- 
faula opera house for $50. 

The other came from Americus, and the 


gmount was $90. 

Both were for a cancellation of engage- 
ments. Mme. Janauschek was to have 
appeared at the former place tonight and 
the latter town last night, but wrote stat- 
ing that she could not appear because of 


ill health. 
Immediately steps were taken to recover 


damages. 

The warrants were placed in the hands 
of Bailiff Pelot, of Judge Landrum’s court, 
and yesterday he went to the depot to 
execute thom as soon as the company 
arrived. 

They were to have given a matinee and 
evening performance at DeGive’s on Thurs- 
day, but were prevented from reaching Atlanta 
by washouts. 

But they were expected yesterday, and a 
watch was made. Promptly at 12:20 
o’clock the train came in from Birmingham 
and the company was ou it. 

Immediately the entire baggage was levied 
upon. 

Madame Janauschek was driven to the 
Kimball, and her agent proceeded to arrange 
a settlement of the matter. 

Dr. R. B. Ridley was called to see the 
madame, who was compelled to taketo her 
bed from illness. A certiticate was furnished 
by the physician stating that she was suffer- 
ing from feebleness and a severe case of the 
grip, and that her appearance on the stage 
would be at the risk of her health. 

Dr. Ridley then advised that Madame 
Janauschek go to Florida or some equally 
warm climate until she completely recovered. 

Mr. J. R. Whitesides has been secured as at- 
torney in the company’s behalf, and he forth- 
with arranged to have the attachment set 
aside. 

This was considered satisfactory, if a bond of 
$300 was furnished. 

There was no difficulty in obtaining this. 
Manager DeGivo readily signed his name to 
bail for that amount.

BUSINESS OF THE WEEK 


Reviewed by Dun & Co.—The Depression at 
the South. 

NEw York, January 15.—Business failures oc- 
curring throughout the country during last week, 
as reported by R.G. Dun & Co., number, for the 
United States, 287 ; Canada, 43; total, 330, against 
435 last week, eight days. 

It was suggested two weeks ago that exports in 
December were likely to be extraordinarily large. 
Preliminary reports just issued indicate that the 
exports in that month were probably the largest 
ever known, for, while no increase appears in cot- 
ton and exports of provisions, cattle and 
ol were slightly less than a year ago, a gain of 
$20,100,000 appears in breadstuffs, making a net 
increase in the principal items of $17,540,854, or 
nearly 28 per cent, indicating that the aggregate 
exports for the month will probably exceed $116.- 
000,000 against about $98,000,000 Jast year,when the 
amount was greater than it had ever been in any 
month. 

The exports of flour increased 50 per cent, and 
exports of wheat 15,600,000 bushels against 4,800,- 
000 bushels last year, while the exports of cotton 
are 48,000,000 pounds greater in quantity though 
no increase appears in value. owing to low prices. 
These enormous exports overshadow all other 
features in the commercial situation. They in- 
sure large supplies of money,if ever needed, but 
at preseut the markets are everywhere well sup- 
plied, except at southern points, and better sup- 
plied there than a week ago. Treasury disburse- 
ments have been large, and there is no reason to 
expect a lack in the supply of money. 

The Iron Market. 

Another fact of large importance is that the 
iron output was not diminished in December as 
is usual, owing to the stoppage of furnaces during 
the holidays, but was 188,082 tons weekly against 
188,135 December Ist and 167,599 a yearago. The 
decrease in December last year was about sixteen 
tons. The market is fairly active, though the 
enormous output gives buyers an advantage, and 
Alabama and Virginia iron is offered at low 
prices. 

There is a fair inquiry for rails and a good busi- 
ness in plates, while structural mills are well em- 
ployed, though with comparatively few new 
orders. 

Wool production last year is estimated as con- 
siderably larger than that of the year before, but 
the stocks on hand are somewhat larger, indicat- 
ing that the consumption in 1891 has been about 
the saine as in 1890. The market shows no im- 
purtant change, and just at this season none is 
to beexpected. Pittsburg reports no changein 
the iron market, though prices for finished iron 
are growing stronger. 

The depression of business at the south on ac- 
count of the lew prices of cotton still continues. 

Breadstuffs Weaker. 

Breadstuffs have been much weaker since the 
publication of the government reports and wheat 
has fallen 154 cents, corn} 13, cents and oats 54 of 
a cent. Exports and receipts continue large, 
though colder and less favorable weather, to 
some extent, restricts the movement.
